The plant represents a capital in- 
vestment of Cr$35,000,000 and 
will produce both sulphur dye- 
stuffs and cuba sulphurated dye- 
stuffs. 


Patents and Processes 

In making the announcement 
the company states that it is ally- 
ing itself with the North Ameri- 
can firm which is the greatest 
producer of these products in the 
world and that it will have the use 
in Brazil of its associate’s patents 
and processes.

Hydro Power 


Because of abundant water the 
state has an extensive network of 
interconnected power stations 
which, together with those being 
planned for operation in the fu- 
ture, will generate 2,352,000 hp. 
New roads are planned to join the 
state with the important harbors 
of Santos, State of Sao Paulo, and 
Vitoria, State of Bahia, as well 
as to improve the road to Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Minas Gerais also has an excel- 
lent railway network, now in the 
process of expansion. By 1960 the 
combined facilities will reach at 
least 13,000,000 tons of carrying | 
capacity. 

The mineral resources of Minas 
Gerais may be summarized as fol- 
lows. Its iron ore reserves are} 
estimated at fifteen billion tons. ' 


The known manganese reserves 
now being exploited are placed at 
eight million tons of ore with a 
manganese content above forty- 
two per cent and an additional 
eight million tons with a twenty- 
five to forty-two per cent content. 


Pocos de Caldas Ore 


The bauxite deposits in the cen- 
tral part of the state are esti- 
mated to be around two million 
tons, with the Pocos de Caldas 


‘plateau alone storing about one 


hundred and fifty million tons. 


|Ouro Preto, likewise in the cen- 
\tral part of the state, has Bra- 


zil’s largest deposits of sulphur- 


|ous pyrite, estimated at over fif- 
| teen million tons. 


In Sao Joao del Rei there are 
reserves of cassiterite with a tin 
content of sixty per cent. The 
practically untouched nickel re- 
serves in Liberdade alone are 
placed at over six hundred million 
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tons. Titaniferrous ores, bearing 
rutile and ilmenite, exist in ap- 
preciable quantities in the state. 

There are also many other min- 
eral bearing ores that can be ex- 
ploited commercially. Of the pros- 
pering steel industry it can only 
be said that its progress is so 
rapid that technical and economic 
information is best obtainable 
from industry sources. The so- 
called ‘Minas quadrangle’”’ is still 
attracting much attention.

Comes to Brazil

| And Highway Facilities

Used for Passengers 


The piggyback, a means of 
transportation combining truck 
| and rail facilities, which has 
|proved popular in the United 
States, has come to Brazil. First 
to use it in the country is the 
E. F. Campos do Jordao, which 
| reports complete success with its 
| initial efforts. 


| 

Rail Plus Road 

| The “piggyback” combines the 
| best features of door-to-door 
|trucking with the economy pro- 
_ vided by rail transportation, espe- 
cially for the long haul. The 
trailer part of the truck, which 
has made the initial pickup, is 
driven to the freight yards and 
loaded on a freight car whose 
body has been designed especially 
to receive this type of trailer 
truck. 

The trial run in Brazil was 
made, not with freight, but with 
passengers. As a result a bus load 
of travelers was able to cut down 
to four hours and a half the trip 
from Sao Paulo to Campos do 
Jordao, which usually takes much 
longer. The first three hours of 
travel were on the Presidente 
Dutra Highway. At Pindamonha- 
ngaba, the bus was placed on a 
railroad gondola car, from which 
point it was carried for ninety 
minutes on the electrified rail sys- 
tem. 

Ten Per Cent Grade 

The stretch of highway between 
the two points is ten kilometers 
shorter than the railroad line, but 
because of the nature of the ter- 
rain it is much more subject to 
delay. The railroad has the ad- 
vantage in being able to run up 
the ten per cent grade without any 
difficulty. 

The E. F. Campos do Jordao 
rises here 1,192 meters in a dis- 
tance of 16 kilometers. This is the 
difference in the altitude between 
Pindamonhangaba, which is 551 
meters above sea level, and La- 
jeado, which rises to 1,743 meters. 
The mountain range which trans- 
portation must cross is the Serra 
do Mar, lying between Rio de 
Janeiro and Sao Paulo.
